5. (Amended) A process as claimed'in claim 1, wherein the scrubbing liquor 
contains as activator, a primary or secondary alkanolamine or a saturated 5- or 6-membered 
N-heterocycle which optionally contains further heteroatoms selected from oxygen and 
nitr ogen. 

9. (Amended) The use as claimed in claim 7, wherein the activator is piperazine or 
methylpiperazine.

Claims 1-10 are active in the present application. Claims 3-5 and 9 have been 
amended to remove multiple dependency.
